Ulster 
jobs in 
jeopardy 

TWENTY percent of Northern 
Ireland's architects in private 
practice will lose their jobs by 
June 1987 Ef DoE cuts continue. 

Tit is is the conclusion of a 
workload survey compiled by 
the Royal Society of Ulster 
Architects. 

From a 40 percent return they 
estimate that 37 architects have 
lost their jobs up to June this 
year. 

And forecasts for the next 
year predict that another 60 
redundancies will follow. 

Taking into account tech¬ 
nicians and administrative jobs, 
it predicts that 300job losses will 
occur between January this year 
and June 1987. 

The losses nre the result of 
falls of up to 65 per cent in 
workload, affecting more than 
60 per cent of practices. 

The report blames the down¬ 
turn on sudden large cuts in 
public sector investment in 
Northern Ireland and a subse¬ 
quent loss of confidence by the 
private sector aggravated by the 
political troubles. 

The R.SUA is now seeking 
talks with the Northern Ireland 
Office to argue for a substantial 
increase in investment, particu¬ 
larly in housing where it claims 
there is twice as many unfit 
homes as on the mainland. 

Break with 
tradition 

AN architect has been appoin¬ 
ted as president elect of the 
Institution ofFire Engineers for 
the first time in 69 years of the 
institute's existence. 

Alan C Parnell, who takes on 
the presidential mantle at the 
IFE conference in Glasgow in 
September, will be breaking the 
tradition of previous presidents 
having been chief fire officers or 
members coming from the fire 
service.

More councils offer 
a voice for women 


LOCAL authorities are follow¬ 
ing the lead of Southwark 
council, with Lnmbcth, Camden 
and Birmingham all announc¬ 
ing plans to involve women 
residents in council design. 

Southwark women's commit¬ 
tee started the ball rolling in 
1984 when it drew up a report 
called Safely for women on 
Southwark housing estates. 

It found (hat women rcsi- 
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dents' prime concern was secur¬ 
ity, requesting more secure 
doors and windows, entry 
phones, better street lighting 
and more police patrols. 

After consultation, the plann¬ 
ing department then published 
The housing security design 
guide. 

Tliis recommends that gar¬ 
dens should be fenced in and 
anti-climb paint used to prevent 
intruders from shinning up 
drain pipes. 

Now Lumbeih council plans 
to give women residents a say in 
the design and maintenance of 
council housing. 

Two members of the women's 
rights committee will be co¬ 
opted on to the housing schemes 
design working party, nnd 
district housing committees will 
be nominnting women to discuss 
security and safely initiatives at 
a joint women's forum. 

Camden council has acknow¬ 
ledged Southwark's lead, and 
has set up . a working party 
looking at women's involve¬ 
ment in council house design. 

In Birmingham the council's 
housing strategy subcommittee 
has called for more involvement 
by women tenants. 
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for the redevelopment of Porto- 
bello Dock was recommended 
for approval. 

The committee was expected 
to allow demolition of n horse 
ramp and platform so that 
Branson's architects, Pinchin 
Kellow, can carry out plans fora 
new Virgin headquarters, hous¬ 
ing, and craft workshops, along 
tile lines of Camden Lock. 

The committee also suppor¬ 
ted a scheme by the Franklin 
Stafford Partnership for the 
redevelopment of Crystal Pal¬ 
ace Station. 

British Rail propose to turn 
the old station into a social and 
recreational centre.

THE simmering dispute 
within the Institute of 
South African Architects 
took a dramatic new turn 
this week as Hans Schir¬ 
macher left the country 
after signs that the Se¬ 
curity Police were pre¬ 
paring to round up 
supporters of his group, 
Architects Against Apar¬ 
theid. 

AAP succeeded in forcing 
the institute to call a meeting 
on July 7 to discuss human 
rights amendments to the 
ISAA constitution. But the 
meeting voted to cut short 
discussion of the matter, and 
Schirmacher, with Jeff 
*8tiftdey and Leo Van Schaik 
(a former tutor at the Archi¬ 
tectural Association), de- 


TPI. as "absolute nonsense — 
he’s left the country and he's 
doing his damnedest to do as 
much harm as he could before he 
left”. 

A spokesman at the Trans¬ 
vaal Provincial Institute denied 
that the police had been in¬ 
volved in removing Schir- 
macher’s files, but would neither 
confirm nor deny that the police

had been involved in some 
capacity. 

Schirniacher's hasty depar¬ 
ture has meant having to recon¬ 
sider plans to tour Africa and 
Europe gathering international 
support for a new “College of 
Architects”. 

He is asking the R1 BAand the 


UIA to give the new organisa 
lion trial recognition for a year 
and is convinced that with this 
backing, the College of Archi¬ 
tects can become established as 
an alternative institute for South 
African architects committed to 
respecting human rights. 

The Salaried Architects 
Group has already called a 
public meeting at the RIBA this 
Monday evening(July 21) where 
Schirmacher will expand on his 
proposals. There have also been 
calls on RIBA president Larry 
Roliand to give Schirmacher a 
hearing at Tuesday's RIBA 
Council. So far, they have met 
with little sign of success. Now 
that Schirmacher appears to be a 
fugitive from the South African 
police, these calls have been lent 
a new urgency.

‘ Schirmacher received an anony¬ 
mous tip-off informing him of a 
lice visit to the offices of the 
.ansvaal Provincial Institute. 
The informant alleged they 
had removed files relating to 
i/^A^'s long campaign.

Hackney building chief quits

THE director or finance and 
acting head of the building 
works department at Hackney 
council has resigned after the 
publication of an inquiry into 
“standards” among top staff. 

The inquiry looked at about 
1,000 “job .'ticket” invoices 


which gnve work to private 
contractors between 1983 and 
1985. More than 52pcrccnt were 
"unsatisfactory”, said the 400- 
page report, which is highly 
cri tical of the lack of monitori n g 
within the department, hended 
by John Beha. 


“The work involved in assem¬ 
bling the base documentation 
with which to conduct the 
survey was very considerable 
indeed, suggesting a serious 
failure to maintain basic re¬ 
cords,” said Andrew Arden, 
who conducted the inquiry. 
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Authority's 
plans to 
privatise 
go ahead 

THE North West Thames 
Regional Health Authority is 
pressing ahead with plans to 
privatise its £36 million capital 
building programme. 

And architects and engineers 
are already leaving the authority 
and taking lucrative contracts 
with them to outside firms keen 
to increase their workload. 

Negotiations are still going on 
between individuals and estab¬ 
lished practices to place sonic 
contracts. 

The director of estates devel¬ 
opment, Roger Johnson, said 
this week: “The reorganisation 
will reduce the number or 
regional works stall'by approx¬ 
imately 84 and the resulting cost 
savings of C60U.01K) each year 
will be allocated to patient care. 

"SUIT and trade unions have 
been consulted about the pro¬ 
posals following the authorits's 
decision and reassurance has 
been given that staff interests 
will be protected.” 

However, sources within t lie 
authority say there must he 
Mime redundancies to make the 
scheme work. Oulot the 84stall. 
there is provision to retain 3f* 
within the health authority to 
manage and supervise contracts 
and 23 per cent of the staff are 
over 60 and probably keen on 
leaving early with a large 
redundancy payment. 

According to one staff mem¬ 
ber who is “going private” 
morale is high. “The only losers 
will be the regional health 
authority,” he said.

WHEN Hans Schirmachcr 
last saw his attorney, he was 
told: “Have a holiday fortwo 
weeks. And during that lime, 
prepare yourself psycho¬ 
logically for arrest.*' 

Speaking to me this week, 
Schirmachcr was plainly re¬ 
lieved to be (for the lime being) 
out oftheshadowofthe Security 
Police. There was excitement in 
his voice as he sounded off 
against (he architectural estab¬ 
lishment, both in South Africa 
and in Britain, and described his 
hopes for (he future. His hasty 
departure from South Africa 
has left him breathless, but not 
speechless. 

Schirmachcr, bom in wartime 
Berlin and trained in the USA, 
had a successful career and 
several TSAA awards of merit 
under his belt, when in 1985 the 
revelation came that was to sci 
him on a collision course with 
the Institute of South African 
Architects. 

The catalyst that sparked off 
Schirmncher's conversion was 
Marion Crawford, n middle- 
class white convicted of illegally 
hiding a black pass offender 
from the police, who refused to 
pay her fine. In the context of the 
widespread injustice in South 
Africa's recent past, it wus not 
such a huge act of defiance. 
What impressed Scliirmacher 
was that this stand was taken by 
a woman who until then had 
been uninvolvcd in politics. 

His own campaign began with 
a personal letter to the Trans¬ 
vaal Provincial Institute."What 
triggered me was that the TPI 
invited Cruywagcn to their 
awards of merit function. He is 
the political boss of the Trans¬ 
vaal. and a political appointee.” 
He checked to see whal was 
happening in the other pro¬ 
vinces — nnd did not like what 
he found. 


“The whole bunch of them, at 
their own award functions, 
invited Lhe political head of the 
province — which already, to 
me, is a hell of a political 
statement to make, for an 
institute which is supposedly 
committed to human rights,and 
which supposedly is non- 
political.” 

Since the Architect's Act of 
1970, the relationship between 
the profession and the South 
African government has been 
explicitly defined. Under the 
terms of the Act, the practice of 
architecture is governed via a 
hierarchy of organisations. All 
those wishing to practise must 
register with their provincial 
institute, with the Institute of 
South African Architects 
(IS A A), and with the Architects’ 
Council — the body which 
governs the ISA A, and which is 
itself subject to the minister of 
works. Hence, in Schirmacher’s 
analysis, power flows directly 
from the Government down 
through the council and the 
ISA A to the provincial insti¬ 
tutes. 

Schirmacher’s letter demand¬ 
ing that (he TPI’s invitation be 
cancelled was not therefore 
expected to be successful. But it 
marked (he start of a long, 
involved campaign that was to 
lead to 160 ISAA members 
signing a requisition attached to 
a Declaration of Human Rights, 
forcing an sgm on July 7 where 
AAP's proposals for human 
rights amendments to lhe con¬ 
stitution were dismissed as out 
of order. 

At this, Schirmacher and two 
others resigned from the insti¬ 
tute, thereby forfeiting the legal 
right to practise as architects in 
South Africa, "People were 
scared,” says Schirmacher, 
claiming that according to an 
inside source at Staucb & Vorser 
(one of the country's largest

ment work) employees had been 
instructed to vote against the 
motion “or else". 

But the AAPfoundthatitJiad 
powerful allies loo. Tony 
Mason, head of the property 
development arm of Harry 
Oppenheimer's huge Anglo 
American Mines, declared that 
his company would in future not 
give work to nny architect who 
was not prepared to sign the 
declaration.

alternative institute in South 
Africa. How many members 
does he believe this College of 
Architects could attract? “It will 
depend a lot on the support that 
i can gel from people like the 
RIBA and the UIA, because 
they are very important." 

Schirmacher believes the view 
of the ISAA held by RIBA 
president Larry Rolland and 
some others in the RIBA — 
namely, that it is a benign 
organisation doing its best to 
ameliorate the situation in 
difficult circumstances — is 


sadly mistaken. In Johannes¬ 
burg, the new Technikon was 
the subject of an architectural 
competition administered by 
the ISAA. Schirmacher, in his 
application for the conditions, 
asked whether the building was 
to be multiracial, with ad¬ 
mission based on merit alone. 
He received the conditions 
without a reply. Schirmacher's 
next letter was answered with n 
phone call from the rector, 
asking if it would be all right to 
reply verbally. Schirmachcr 
insisted on a writen reply. The 
letter describing the terms under 
which the Technikon would 
operate finally arrived. Re¬ 
turned with it was his registra¬ 
tion fee for (he competition. 

Whai docs Schirmacher ex¬ 
pect the RIBA to do? 

“I don’t care whether they 
throw the IS A A out or not. Thai 
is not my function for being 
here. What I would like to say to 
the RIBA is this: Give the 
Col lege of Architects temporary 
statute as a free and democratic 
alternative to the ISAA, and 
permit us to use that status ns 
part of our presentation to the 
architects of South Africa. And 
see what we do in a year. If after a 
year we have not proved our¬ 
selves to you, with real achieve¬ 
ments that the IS A A is unwilling 
to do, then you can say‘Go back 
to your hovels. Bugger off, wc 
don’t want youl’But at least give 
us the opportunity. Give us the 
chance." 

The steering committee of 
AAPnumbers 15.CantheRlBA 
really be expected to take 
seriously a group that is so 
small? Schirmacher snys the 
numbers (hat havejoined so far 
are not representative of the real 
level of sympathy generated by 
the sgm. 

“Everything has to Itavc a 
beginning," he says. “1 can’t 
come here and drop a whole 


institute in your lap. Whati'n, 
saying is. front the very beain- ! 
iting of (his group, you haveihe : 
chance to guide and i 0 he' 
involved." 

But isn’t it a bit anachronistic 
tor the RI BA to casiitseirinsuch 
a paternalistic role for the 
profession in a not her country of 
equal standing? 

"We nrc isolated — nevet 
mind nationally, as a count™ - 
wc arc isolated within out 
country. And it is helpfultofiiuf 
that there is a body that is 
respected internationally thatu 
giving us a chnuce. Because wc 
won’t get it at home —we have 
no status legally in our country, 
because we’re not allowed to be 
in existence." 

Will he expect the membtn 
of the new organisation toresign 
from the ISAA? “No, it's i« 
difficult. It’s loo muchtoaskof 
people." 

But, just supposing the Col¬ 
lege of Architects takes off and 
becomes n viable organisation, 
how docs he expect it to define! 
form of practice that is moral!) 
acceptable yet viable in South 
Africa? 

"It's very simple," says 
Schirmacher. “You draw the 
line between all those people 
who suffer under apartheid - 
who all require structures-and 
the structures that actually 
extend that suffering. And you 
don't do those structures." 

That pressure of a son ahead, 
exists cannot be denied. Euc 
among architects, the depren 
ion caused by the unrest hasle<l 
to a staggering figure of40p» 
cent out of work. Blit, despit: 
previous setbacks, Schir¬ 
macher's is one ofthe few voice- 
raised in optimism about the 
future.

RICHARD Branson's appoint¬ 
ment as head of a new Govern¬ 
ment initiative to create jobs and 
clean up the environment is now 
official. 

The scheme — first suggested 
to Branson by former environ¬ 
ment minister Kenneth Baker — 
will be backed by £23 million or 
public money. 

Speaking at the launch or the 
scheme in Halifax this week, 
environment secretary Nicholas 
Ridley said the work would be "a 
partnership between Govern¬ 
ment , the volunta ry sec tor and th e 
business world” and would 
provide challenging jobs for those 
taking part. 

Jobs would centre round 
reclaiming neglected land Tor 
parks, city Farms, or wildlife 
reserves, conserving and restor¬ 
ing industrial heritage, helping 
tourists with better information, 
tackling litter, and improving 
neglected ponds, paths and 
woodlnnds.

Officers at English Heritage 
— which now controls Lon¬ 
don's listed buildings — admit¬ 
ted that the platform and bridge 
leading to the ramp were in bad 
condition, and could cost mil¬ 
lions to repair. 

Officers also told members of 
the London Advisory Commit¬ 
tee — who discussed Branson’s 
scheme at last week's meeting— 
that the whole site was likely to 
be “blown open" because of a 
road-widening scheme, recently 
given DoE approval, which 
involves the loss of a listed stable 
block. 

Introducing Branson’s sch¬ 
eme, Dr Philip Whitbourn,chief 
officer of the London Divison of 
English Heritage, said that 
Branson — who has written lo 
Lord Montague objecting to the 
18-month delay—had a "hard¬ 
line approach" and was not 
prepared to revise his scheme. 

But Pinchin Kellow said they 
could not exclude the listed 
items because they took up so 
much of the space. They dis¬ 
missed a revised scheme drawn 
up by officers of the London 
Division as “amateur". 

However, committee mem¬ 
bers refused lo give listed 
building consent. The chairman, 
Robert Vigars, said the horse 
ramp was a “a fascinating piece 
of industrial archeology". 

Ashley Barker, head of the 
London Division, was doubtful 
if the conservation argument 
would be accepted at the forth¬ 
coming public inquiry, because 


the structures had been listed so 
late. 

Committee member Jennificr 
Freeman told SDtlmi Branson's 
“picccmcnl approach" wns not 
right for the area. She said a 
decision had beets deferred so 
that the two councils — Ken¬ 
sington & Chelscn and West¬ 
minster — could work outu plan 
that took in a much wider area 
than that by Branson.

Raymond Loewy 


PIONEER industrial designer 
Raymond Loewy died in Monte 
Carlo this week, aged 92. 

Born in France, Loewy eml- 
gralcd America after yvar service 
and worked as an illustrator, his 
first Industrial commissions 
coming from Sigmund Geslelner 
In 1929. Hla celebrated "Cold- 
spot" refrigerator for S ears 
Roebuck (1935) Is regarded as an 
important breakthrough in the 
marketability of design, , 


Loewy's success led to his 
employing several hundred staff 
in offices across America nnd in. 
Britain, France and Brazil. 

He was responsible for the 
familiar rounded aluminium 
alloy body'of Greyhound buses 
and Ibe shape of Coca-Cola 
bottles and consistently sought a 
balance between Innovation and 
familiarity bnsed on his MAYA 
(piost advanced yet acceptable) 
principle.

Alfie Wood, chier architect- 
planner with English Heritage, 
opened his look at the heritage 
of cities by criticising the 
architect and town planner for 
their apparently uncaring atti¬ 
tude towards urban areas.

“They ask you to build 
unlivable-in buildings, to sub¬ 
scribe to the values of planners 
and councillors instead of to 
those of tenants and owners."

had resulted in “poor quality, 
unattractive architecture" 
which had failed. 

Although it was widely ru¬ 
moured (hat he would be giving 
details on the eight new urban 
development corporations an¬ 
nounced last week, he made only 
a passing reference to inner-city 
regeneration. 

“One of the things I want to 
do is concentrate resources on 
reviving cities as places where 



people warn to live," he said, but 
offered the audience few dues as 
to how this would be done. 

One way forward was for 
architects to work closely with 
those for whom they build. The 
“client", "patron” or the 
"community" — depending on 
financial status — must com¬ 
municate with the architect to 
make sure they got a building 
which said “something about 
them as people or about their 
corporate image". 

"Too much of our bad office 
and residential architecture now 
gives a cold, inhuman, uncaring, 
bleak image", due to modern 
materials like glass, concrete 
steel and plastic. He suggested 
that traditional materials, such 
as Cotswold stone, should be 
revived. 

“I believe there is still a future 

for stone — for if 1 can dress 
stone, why can’t others?” lie 
asked, and later went on to 
suggest that the unemployed 
could be taught stone dressingas 
a skill. 

He advocated a "national 
architectural style" and the 
"embellishment of buildings by 
works of arts and crafts". 

Ridley s final message was 
addressed to the planners: "It is 
their interference which im¬ 
pedes creativity and restricts 
innovations, resulting in an 
Qverall architectural blandness. 

I hope the day will come 
soon when I can advocate 
ireedom from all control." 

Only then would it be possible 
to "foster a climate of confi¬ 
dence in British architectural 
design so that genius would 
nourish without bureaucratic 
interference".

Bitter Krier declares end 
to social housing work 


IN a dramatic outburst. 
Professor Rob Krier of Vienna 
Technical University decl¬ 
ared: “I will build no more 
social housing." 

"I’ve lost too much money (to 
property developers) and I’ve 
got no interest in working for 
these shit people," he declared. 


Still bitter over his experi¬ 
ences working on housing 
projects for the International 
Building Exhibition in Berlin, 
the influential urbanist and 
author of Stadtraum (Urban 
Space) appeared to be moving 
closer to the uncompromising 
stance of his younger brother 
Leon, who refuses to build 


Livingstone calls for end 
to defensive mentality 


KEN Livingstone, former Gren- 
tcr London Council leader and 
parliamentary candidate for 
Brent East, gave a typically 
provocative speech in which he 
cnllcd for complete local author¬ 
ity independence, so they could 
do “anything they like in the 
interest of inhabitants". 

During a terse and often 
complex financial analysis of the 
inner cities, Livingstone made 
constant reference to the "lack 
of enthusiasm" in local gov¬ 
ernment. 

He said the defensive mental¬ 
ity of councils meant all they 
could talk about wns how to 
avoid cuts. 

But the Government's 
squeeze on local government 
spending was destroying com¬ 
munities and imposing central 
standards so that "every bloody 
town centre looks the same". 

Livingstone said that when

the Labour Parly came to 
power, the GLC could be 
recreated in three months, but 
would be invested with more 
powers. 

Quoting Winston Churchill, 
he ended by saving the shift of 
power away from the centre 
would be the only way to “set 
our communities free". 


Generation game 
fails to impress 


THE final Friday afternoon 
session of the conference 
brought together representa¬ 
tives of "three generations" 
(more in terms of experience 
than age) to proffer their 
thoughts on architecture in 
cities, writes lan Latham. 

Despite chairman David 
Rock’s valiant attempts to seek 
common threads and knit them 
together, the three presenta¬ 
tions were so far apart in their 
scope and terms of reference 
that most of the audience were 
left in a state somewhere be¬ 
tween confusion and despair. 

James Gowan gave what 
Rock described as a “careful, 
reasoned and sensitive" ad¬ 
dress, tracing studies of urban 
form through Mumford and 
Summerson. "Constructive" 
criticisms followed of much of 
the recent architectural postur¬ 
ing, from the Lloyd's buildingto 
the proposed “ad hoc arrange¬ 
ment" by a former partner for 
the Mies Mansion House site. 

Most incisive of all, however, 
was Gowan’s condemnation of 
post-modernism, which de¬ 
manded the “vitality of the 
fairground without its lawdri- 
ness” and which invited us to 
take "neither Classical nor 
modern architecture (nor life) 
too seriously". 

Rem Koolhaas, founder 
member of the Office for Metro¬ 
politan Architecture, showed a 
new proposal for the "improve¬ 
ment" of a massive housing 
development in greater Amster¬ 
dam. 

In six weeks the office had 
been required to devise ideas for 
transforming a "dwellingzone" 
of 100,000, first conceived in the 
60s and pow with the worst 
vandalism and crime rates in the 
pity. 

The suggestions, formed 
within the framework of finding 


a positive relationship between 
the modern age and socialist 
ideals, are largely non-architec- 
tural, concentrating on estab- 
lishinga hierarchy of landscape, 
with a new road network, 
parking areas, paths and com¬ 
munal leisure and social facili¬ 
ties, including a lake with a 
beach and pier. 

It’s a story that’s becoming 
increasingly familiar in Britain, 
responded Rock, with thearchi¬ 
tect acting more as an enabler 
than designer. 

Kevin Rhowbotham offered 
no apologies for the seemingly 
negative stanceof his indictment 
of current architecture. The 
problem, he believed, lay with 
the apolitical and anti-intel¬ 
lectual nature of the profession 
Lhat accepted the “primacy of 
pragmatism". Until architec¬ 
ture was brought into the 
collective consciousness it could 
serve little real purpose. 

Alan Phillips chaired the 
closing conference forum which 
brought together the after¬ 
noon's speakers, with Denise 
Scott Brown and Robert Krier, 
offering the patient audience 
their chance to respond. 

Though the format and spirit 
of the conference was generally 
welcomed, and especially the 
crucial nature of its subject, 
there was a certain frustration at 
the pointlessness of mere words. 

Jake Brown affirmed Rhow- 
botham’s call for political 'will: 
we had to face the facts of 
squalor, deterioration and so¬ 
cial collapse and seek solutions 
through popular consent'inde¬ 
pendent of party politics. J?mes 
Latham suggested that many 
cities were beyond simply 
"stitching up’’,, and that we 
should be looking for a new 
meanfngfld city — a city that 
could' be viable in a. post*’ 
industrial age. .

In Berlin, where he managed

This resulted in one case 
where 2 1 architects were used to 
design a block of 23 houses. 

It also presented tremendous 
management problems, especi¬ 
ally as he was given no legal 
powers to back up his manage¬ 
ment role, but had to control 


procedures through discussion 
and agreement. 

Many of the slides of finished 
buildings differed substantially 
from the original designs, dilc to 
unsympathetic clients who did 
not understand their designs.

Anyone who rocks the gravy 
train by posing awkward ques¬ 
tions is written off as a trouble¬ 
maker or crank.

Step into 
controversy

IN bashing the chief building 
surveyor ( Letters July 4), Phil¬ 
lips, Cutler, Phillips, Troy 
ought to be aware that building 
control in Manchester is my 
responsibility and the view that 
staircases should not steepen in 
the direction of travel is mine. 

Accepting that stairs are 
where most accidents in build¬ 
ings happen, all previous Build¬ 
ing Regulations have required 
stairs to be at a constant pitch 
throughout, a tradition which is 
as sale as possible. The latest 
Regulations do not stipulate this 
but leave it as a matter for 
interpretation. PCPT and now 
the minister have one point of 
view and 1 have another. It is up 
to architects to decide whicn 
interpretation to adopt and 
whether a few additional steps 


are really that significant taken 
over the life of the building. 

As to mystaffpaying£250out 
of their own pockets, the 
building surveyors see thou¬ 
sands of proposals each year, 
adjudicate upon hundreds of 
cases of potentially dangerous 
conditions and arc called in to 
investigate many accidents. 
Their advice is based on facts 
and a massive amount of rele¬ 
vant experience; if you ignore it, 
or get away with less than they 
recommend, don't expect them 
to pay.

repetition 

From Ken Dixon 
I WAS interested in the letter in 
your July 4 issue from Charles 
Thomson on the cost compari¬ 
son between state and private 
housing. I draw to the attention 
of those readers who share this 
interest my booklet The Political 
Economy of State Housing in the 
UK which includes a foreword 
by Norman Macrae, deputy 
editor of the Economist (£1.50 
from 78 Crewys Road, London 
NW22AD). 

Architects have a problem on 
this question. The private sector 


enjoys the economy of repeti¬ 
tion of house types, but it goes 
against the instincts of architects 
to extol the virtues of repetition. 
However, at n time of mounting 
claims of professional negli¬ 
gence against architects, repeti¬ 
tion in housing must be in the 
public interest. 

In my booklet I put forward a 
programme Tor dealing with this 
difficulty in a way that does not 
prejudice the quality of the 
environment. Briefly, the pro¬ 
posal is that if all impending 
local authority projects were 
published nationally, architects 
(including local authority staff) 
could submit details of com¬ 
pleted buildings that may be 
repeatable. The most successful 
buildings would then be re¬ 
peated until the authors became 
identified with their own “pro¬ 
duct”. These “products" could 
be continuously refined and 
need not be exact copies. 
Liabilitywise, building one’s 
own “product” is much less 
hazardous than building a 
prototype. 

Prototypes are all very well 
for commercial buildings etc, 
particularly when the funds 
come out of the public relations 
account. Housing is another 
matter.

Obituary i•. 



TWENTY-flvc years ago 1 met a 
remnrkable man. He had an 
office at (he top of 81 stone stairs 
at 28 Wigmore Street. Hie back 
windows overlooked (he Wig- 
more Hall. Wc started a con¬ 
versation that spring day which 
never ended. Every time wc met, 
he took up where wc left oil last 
time. Always the talk was of 
architecture. 

In some ways I was half 
expecting the news when his 
daughter phoned me the day 
beforo his 80lh birthday. Two- 
and-a-half years ago, nl the 
RIBA, Alan Blanc told me 
George had died. Wc drank s 
bottle or wine in his honour. A 
Journal later asked me to w rite his 
obituary. As 1 started writing, I 
phoned his daughter to say how 
sorry I was and his grandson told 
me he was still alive. When I told 
him about this, his reaction was 
predictable — he laughed. You 
couldn’t write George Fair- 
weather off that easily. 

He didn’t have much time for 
the fashions of architecture, but 
what else could you expect from 
(he man who designed the Royal 
Corinthian Yacht Club n( B urn- 
ha m-on-Crouch and was Joseph 
Emberton’s one-time principal 
assistant? 


George Fairweather 1906-1986 


He was born in Dundee, lived 
for a time os a child in South 
Africa, and came soulh from 
Scotland to London to practise 
architecture In the late 1920s, 
working Tor Emberton, where he 
got a position by silting at the 
bottom of the entrance steps 
every day until Enibcrion finally 
took him on, “if only so that he 
didn't have to keep walking past 
me”, he once said. His salary 
eventually reached the dizzy 
heights of £3.10s a week. 

Emberton only had one other 
salaried architect. Theolherstaff 
were nil articled pupils and out of 
tholr Fees Emberton paid all the 
running costs of the office, 
including the salaries. When (he 
contract for Olympia got Into 
problems, George took his draw¬ 
ing board down to the site on the 
bus and stayed until everything 
was sorted out. 

When the slump hit Ember¬ 
ton’s workload, Fairweather 
volunteered to go because he was 
the only one not married. Pen- 
plless, he walked the streets of 
London and slept on (he Embank¬ 
ment. It was the first time his 


generosity gol the better of him. 

During the Second World War, 
when the AA moved out of 
London, he was made acting 
principal and taught construc¬ 
tion at theschool for many years, 
working In close collaboration 
with Felix Samucly. In the laic 
1940s he wrote a remarkable 
book: Structural Economy for 
the Architect Builder, first 
published as a scries of weekly 
articles In the Architect A 
Building News. 

Perhaps (he greatest posl-war 
conlribulion that be made to 
design was In tho development of 
the modern school. In 1946, when 
George VI opened Ihc RIBA 
exhibition on modem architec¬ 
ture, the centre piece was a model 
of a school designed by Fair- 
weather and his partner Robert 
Fumeaux Jordan. Another part¬ 
ner was Cecil Handlsyde. 

In 1949 he bought (he vicar¬ 
age In St Anne’s Close N6 and 
refurbished it, when such moves 
were unfashionable. Walter 
Sega) designed and built eight 
houses in (he dose, including one 
Tor himself. For a while St Anne's 


Close housed Michael Grice and 
Michael Cooke-Yarborough of 
ACP, Monica Pidgeon of Archi¬ 
tectural Design, Waller Segal 
and Fairweather. 

When1 met Georgein 1961, his 
office had shrunk to himself and 
(wo other staff. At that time he 
was embroiled In a case later to 
make legal history as East Ham v 
Bernard Stinley. George suc¬ 
cessfully advised East Ham and 
argued for the reopening of (he 
final certificate. At the time, the 
RIBA was proposing In the new 
contract that the final certifi¬ 
cate bo made final and binding. 
He wrote warning of (he conse¬ 
quences of suen action and 
predicted an increase In litiga¬ 
tion against architects. 

In (he early 1960s, his lone 
voice stood out against the AA’s 
proposed merger with Imperial 
College. At meeting alter meet¬ 
ing, he argued for an Independent 
school, while others sat on the 
fence. Eventually, with the force 
of his case becoming unanswer¬ 
able, at one slormy meeting he 
was shouted down. "No," said 
Coiin Boyne, “let him speak — 


you may not agree with what he 
has to say, but Mr Fairweather 
has the uncanny knack of being 
right.” 

That uncanny knack came into 
its own with high-rise system 
building. “One day,” heoncetold 
me, "one of those blocks will 
collapse.” And one day Ronan 
Point did. The building industry 
held its breath. When the home 
secretary, James Callaghan, 
called a public Inquiry and asked 
for people with knowledge of 
systems to come forward, George 
responded. He was chairman of 
the British Standard Code of 
Practice CP3: Chapter IV (1962) 
Precaution against /ire. It gov¬ 
erned blocks or flats above 80ft. 
Ronan Point didn’t comply. He 
was also a district surveyors 
examiner and a member of the 
tribunal of appeal under the 
London Building Acts. 

No ardiltect was more quali¬ 
fied to give evidence at that 
inquiry and his was the only 
independent voice. Enormous 
obstacles were placed in his way 
to stop him appearing, and when 
he did give evidence, not one of his 


formidable list of qualinc* 1 * 
was rend out.

TO err is human. That is a 
relief, anyway. 

As a fresh-faced A A student I 
marched with the Anli-Uglies 
around Bracken House to 
denounce what we regarded as a 
reactionary gesture against 
International Modernism, Now 
one reads that the Financial 
Times is to leave its modest and 
well-made 1958 palazzo and 
“redevelopment is a possi¬ 
bility".

Orcourse.it is a silly structure 
in a silly place for lorries to 
delivervast rollsofpaperintoan 
allegedly modern printing 
works, but ns r foothill to St 
Paul’s, Albert Richardson’s 
resirained but prettily orna¬ 
mented Neoclassicism is OK. 

Impressive 

timing 

A DECADE older than the 
above, Brynmawr Rubber Fac¬ 
tory was built in south-east 
Wales by some of my then 
heroes teaching at the AA, who 
had banded themselves into the 
Architects’ Co-Partnership. 

A deep rectangle, 450ft by 
32511, its large uninterrupted 
floor areas were floored by nine 
Arup-designed shallow con¬ 
crete shell domes. These were 
the largest in the world in 1948. 

The 3-inch thick membrane 
generously pierced with sky¬ 
lights did reward the venture¬ 
some client by leaking a bit —a 
small price to pay for such an 
elegant structure, its facade 
reflected in the water of the 
former reservoir alongside 
which it was sited and from 
which it could draw cooling 
water at 1,000gallons a minute. 

A pioneering building in a 
period when factories were 
usually just big sheds, it was 
described by Kidder Smith as 
the first in England "to com¬ 
mand world attention” after the 
war. Americans can’t be expec¬ 
ted to know about the Princi¬ 
pality. but the Welsh Office 
does. 

Brynmawr was listed Grade 
II in May this year, a week 
before Blenau Gwent Borough 
Council received nn application 
from Tenby Ltd for total 
demolition. 

This fine flexible space, albeit 
vandalised recently, shouts out 
u>r new uses. It is worth saving as 
an economically enclosed vol¬ 
ume, let alone as an important 
post-war modern monument. 

The man with 
the knack 

ARGUING against fire regula¬ 
tions is tricky ("So you want 50 
elderly folk to fry in their 
beds?"). National and, indeed, 
local conservation societies 


Editor P.iut Finch Publlihsr Sian Arnold 
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have often been forced to do so 
to prevent the despoitation of 
handsome buildings by the ex¬ 
cessive and inflexible demands 
of fire officers. One 1 recall was 
for the encasing in heRvy frame¬ 
work and reinforced glass of the 
imposing grand stnircase at 
Mentmore, Paxton’s Victorian 
Jacobean mansion in Bucking¬ 
hamshire. 

The Maharishi’s gentle gang, 
having bought the house after its 
denuding of the Rosebery treas¬ 
ures by Sothebys, were setting 
up a "college” with sonic 
residential accommodation. 
Hence the prescribed additional 
precautions. 

No heed was taken of the Tact 
that occupancy rates would still 
barely have matched those of a 
fully stalled country house, nor 
of the new owners' abilities in 
the levitation field. 

Some, though by no means 
all, of such demands are bluffs 
based on no specific legislation. 
So, when faced with especially 
egregious “recommendations" 
subtly linked with implied 
threats nbout withholding other 
necessary approvals, conserva¬ 
tionists would seek aid from 
architect Alan Parnell. 

Sometimes the mere mention 
of his name was enough to 
induce a more flexible frame of 
mind, 

Parnell is well known to beat 
least as knowledgeable as the 
‘’experts"; he also has the knack 
of speaking (heir language. So 
much so that he has been elected 
president of the institution of 
Fire Engineers, a worldwide 
organisation. 

It is the first time that anyone 
outside chief!] re officer rank has 
held such a position — and a 
mere architect too! 

A poignant 
moment 

SOME of Parnell’s wisdom is 
distilled in the Society for the 
Protection of Ancient Build¬ 
ings' technical pamphlets on fire 
safety in historic buildings. 

And talking of the world's 
oldest national building con¬ 
servation society (note the 
careful qualifications) as I often 
still do, I was moved to witness 
the bestowal of an RIBA hon¬ 
orary fellowship on Monica 
Dance, my predecessor as 
secretary ofthe society. 

Mrs Dance ran the place for 
nearly 40 years and is still a 
consultant as well as being a 
guide and comfort to the young 
architects lucky enough to win 
the annual Lethaby scholar¬ 
ships in historic building repair. 

Of course, there was not a hint 
of irony in Patrick Harrison’s 
inflections when he read the 
citations of a staunch conserva¬ 
tionist in almost thesame breath 
as those of two property de¬ 
velopers. But the moment was 
poignant. 

Now Stuart Liplon and Peter 
Palumbo are pretty civilised 
chaps as developers go,Ihaven’t 
forgiven a former Palumbo for 
demolishing Norfolk House in 
1938. But then the LCC had 
pronounced the mansion, with 
its superb Rococo interior, some 
of which survives in theV&A.of 
little architectural interest. And* 
anyway, one must not visit the 
sins of the fathers .. . Perhaps 
those honoured are-bound to 
make strange bedfellows. 


IT is becoming increasingly obvious that 
the structure of RIBA Council is 
seriously defective, and likely to inhibit 
the taking of sensible decisions and 
pursuit of clear objectives by people with 
time and commitment. The present 
make-up of council is one-third na¬ 
tionally elected members and two-thirds 
regional. The consequence is that able 
people who have given much-valued 
service to the Institute can find them¬ 
selves competing for a pitifully small 
number of places when they should be 
virtually automatic choices. One thinks 
of Fred Lloyd Roche and Douglas 
Stephen from the most recent election, 
both of whom should still be on council If 
there was any sense in the system. 

The proporlion of national places on 
council used to be much greater, but was 
reduced in the 1970s when the spirit was 
all for pretending thal operating a 
devolved Buggins-tnrn system some¬ 
how helped anyone not living within 
spitting distance of Portland Place. In 


fact the effecl was to limit the number of 
people at the lop of the profession who 
were prepared to become involved, an 
effect partly mitigated by the efforts of 
Michael Manser, and continued by 
Larry Rolland, to persuade lending 
figures In the profession to make a 
commitment. 

To reinforce this, my modest proposal 
Is simply to swap (he proportions on 
council and make two-thirds of the scats 
national and onc-third regional. This 
would mean that when you looked round 
council there would be a strong chance of 
being able to put a building to most ofthe 
faces there, something which is not easy 
to do at the moment. 

The problem is, how to bring this 
about. There arc certainly arguments 
against letting council decide this on Us 
own, since there would be n considerable 
clement of self-interest on the part of 
regional representatives who might sec 
their seats vanishing. 3s there any other 
way of tackling the issue? Indeed there is;

Restora¬ 
tion is also absorbing two out of 
three craftsmen in the region. 

Beyond the construction 
industry, (he aim is 10 assist 
economic growth, housing and 
not least tourism. In Brittany, 
some 14 "tourist reception 
areas" have been created. In 
addition, there is a register of 
"small towns with character", 
comprising 15 members, with 
the aim of exploiting the herit¬ 
age value, mainly by promoting 
tourism. 

Moreover, the patrons of 
conservation are not simply 
limited to hardcore environ¬ 
mentalists. In France, substan¬ 
tial sums arc being invested 
directly into building restora¬ 
tion by no less n patron than the 
electricity authority — our own 
Electricity Board please note. 

When walking around these 
charming places such us Rennes, 
Vannes, Vitre, Dinnan, Lizio, 
Josselinand Rochefort cn Terre,

Undoubtedly, there is m. 11 
to learn nboul buildings.-, 
context from the past, wherei 
sense of place has been of gre*i 
importance when adding build- 
ings. But increasingly, there 
seem to be fewer and few 
opportunities for innovative 
application. Few new buildings 
have been allowed lo have stay 
in these precious medieval 
settings. 

As in all European cities 
today, where energetic scrub¬ 
bing of a fragile heritage is now 
standard practice, whether in 
Brittnny or in ihe Cotswolds, 
there is no clear notion as lo 
whtii role such towns are to play 
in the 2Isi century. Willtheystill 
he regarded as "old" districts, 
segregated from “new" ones, or 
will they be seen as they have 
always been in history: as living 
urban centres, with opportuni¬ 
ties for coniinuous change mid 
development? 

The Swedes have a proverb: 
"if you can ihe bird, you lose the 
beauty of its flight”. It would be 
sad if architecture in European 
towns was grounded at the 
expense of capturing nostalgia.

ONE could be forgiven For 
thinking that New York and 
Barrow-in-Furness have got 
about as much i n common as 
chalk and cheese. But the 
Cumbrians would tell you 
different, for they have a 
smart new nightclub, Man¬ 
hattan, which gives them a 
real taste of the Big Apple. 

The nightclub was designed 
by the 15-monih-old James 
Baird & David Newby architec¬ 
tural and planning practice in 
the circle of the town's old 
oJeon cinema. The architects' 
£300,000 design takes many of 
the dormant elements of the Art 
Deco building, such as the 
proscenium, tiering and dram¬ 
atic ceilings and re-uses them to 
create a new angled geometry. A 
new floor has been added at 
first-floor level which sits 
between a series of terraces and 
levels built behind the pros¬ 
cenium. The terraces, built off 
Jne original tiers, lead to a 
balcony and onto an enclosed 
bridge spanning the dancefloor. 

It was this bridge which 
helped inspire owner Terry 
Smith to name the club Man¬ 
hattan, recalling the entrance 
to the heart of New York. The 
nightclub — now the scene of 
amateur dramatics as well as 
drinking and dancing — has 
been designed to hit the eye as 
dramatically as possible using 


heroic proportions, props, wit 
and eclecticism to match New 
York’s personality. The con¬ 
struction is largely of brick to 
reflect the brownsioneofGreen- 
wich Village. The entrance tothe 
club has been disguised as a 
subway entry marked by traffic 
lights and various areas of the 
club arc labelled by uptown and 
downtown street and avenue 
signs fixed to street lamps. These 
all form pan of a computcr- 
controllcd light show. The hall 
can accommodate about 1,000 
people comfortably and the 
architects and client aimed to 
enhance this feeling of space by 
creating a night sky using more 
than three miles of fibre optics to 
resemble 2,000 shimmering 
stars. Programmed flashes of 
lighting streak across the sky 
and illuminate the walkway. 

An old Cadillac has been cut 
away so that it has apparently 
crashed into the wall andsmoke 
spews out while the disc jockey 
runs his show from the inside. A 
replica of the Statue of Liberty 
and abstraction of the Manhat¬ 
tan skyline on screen-printed 
glasswork combine with the red, 
white and blue stars and stripes 
carpet to underline the theme.

THE idea of uniting art with 
architecture comes as nat¬ 
urally to some people ns a nip 
of whiskey in coffee — and is 
just as unwelcome to others. 
But few practicesshowsuclia 
commitment to the concept 
ns Irish architects Scoit 
Tallon Walker. 

"To me,"says RonaldTallon, 
“a building without works of art 
is empty. It's like a building 
without people." His opinion 
has been shared by the practice 
since the early days of founder 
Michael Scou. 

Throughout his acclaimed 
architectural career Scou re¬ 
ferred to his interest in art. 
making it the main focus of his 
aticntion after his retirement in 
1975. His Irish Pavilion for the 
1939 New York World Fair, for 
example, faces the world with a 
sculpture by Friederich Herkner 
and lettering by Eric Gill. These 
elements are not included as idle 
artefacts, but integral parts of 
(he design. 

And so it has been ever since. 
It is this philosophy of entwining 
the two artistic strands which 
the practice, now led by son 
Niall Scott, Tallon, Eugene 
McLernon and Michael Aston, 
seek to promulgate. Potential 
employees arequizzed ns tohow 
often they attend exhibitions. 
Tallon, who has been a partner 
since 1958, explains: "It is a 
natural progression. We always 
think in terms of works of art in 
buildings. U used to be that there 
were paintings on buildings. Art 
has only recently been divorced 
from them."

Dut other architects seem 
reluctant to design with art in 
mind, perhaps fearing that 
artists may underline their own 
creative inadequacies. Although 
Tallon acknowledges this crisis 
of confidence, he refuses to 
accept that u pluralist approach 
poses any threat to their designs 
or cramps their creativity: "We 
like to keep the interiors quiet, 
with use of natural materials as 
much as possible. People takeon 
a presence in a building. It’s the 
same with art. There is so much 
colour and varicly in people, the 
nearest thing you can get to that 
is a painting." 

It would appear that most of 
their clients agree. Tallon 
reckons seven out of 10 take to 
the idea of incorporating art 
within the overall design of the 
building, though one must bear 
in mind that many would not 
turn to the practice at all if they 
were not aware of what STW 
tend to do. 

And of those who do not 
want art inside or out? Some 
will $et away with a stylish 
building without a trace of 
sculpture or painting, while 
others may be subject to a little 
gentle persuasion. 

Scott Tallon Walker point out 
that not only can works of art 
help introduce a more pleasing 
working environment and give 
patronage to artists who may 
otherwise receive little work, but 
they can also represent a sound 
investment. 

The Bank of Ireland head¬

And, providing it is budgeted 
for tn*in the outset, it is easy 
enough to justify the cost since it 
rarely works out in more than 
0.25 per cent of the luial bill. 
And, as Tallon points out, the 
cost of panelling a wall elegantly 
— if unimaginatively — can be 
lar greater than plastering it tmd 
then commissioning a painting 
for it. 

Scou would like to see the 
French and Dutch system come 
into play; every building project 
there has to include an artistic 
commission to the tune of 0.5 
percent of the total cost. Tallon 
stipulates that the architect 
should be responsible for choos¬ 
ing and briefing the artist, 
because he is the person who 
understands the building best 
and the forms certain spaces and 
vistas require. 

Despite this apparent protec¬ 
tionist attitude to their designs, 
Tallon explains that when it 
comes to commissioning artists, 
“we tell them the scale of art we 
want to work with the building, 
but mainly we give themas free a 
hand as possible".

Another frequent contribu¬ 
tor. Patrick Scott — his works 
include tapestries |..r the Bank 
of Ireland and. more recently, 
the London Light Source head¬ 
quarters —was an architect with 
the practice for many years 
before devoting his time to 
puiming and design. 

Tallon is also responsible for 
drawing together artists for the 
quadrennial Rose t"Poetry of 
vision") international art exhi¬ 
bition. initiated by Michael 
Scou in 1967. so the practice’s 
ties with the world of modern an 
are constantly reinforced and 
updated. 

Tallon is in no doubt about 
why architects and the public a re 
reluctant to commission mo¬ 
dern art for iheir premises. 
"There is a lack of confidence in 
our own time," he says. People 
choose art and books which 
have already been deemed 
"classic" rather than run (he risk 
of being criticised for their taste, 
or lack of it. Bui the penalty for 
this lack of courage is. as Tallon 
is at pains to point out, a poor 
representation of the talents of 
contemporary sculptors and 
painters.

IN 1876 Colorado became a 
state of the US, GM Trev¬ 
elyan and Pablo Casals were 
born, Alexander Graham 
Bell invented the telephone 
and Archibald Kenrick & 
Sons or West Bromwich, 
manufacturers of metal¬ 
ware, founded in 1791 and 
still going strong, produced 
this, their annual catalogue. 

Containing more than 700 
designs, some of the products 
being available in up to 130 
varieties of size mid colour, it is a 
breathtaking compendium or 
the interest, industry and mar¬ 
ket available to one compara- 
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A variety or flower borders, 
tivcly small manufacturer. When 
we, as specifiers, inspect the 
glossy catalogues of such pro¬ 
ducts that arrive uninvited and 
unpriced in our mail we should 
be aware how sparse the choice 
and mean the variations offered 
are compared with those equiva¬ 
lents of former limes. Such 
catalogues should make design¬ 
ers and architects realise how 
difficult it now is to achieve the 
range of consumer choice that 
wc piously proclaim ns our aim,

community — for our business 
is dependent on what is avail¬ 
able and not merely our aes¬ 
thetic or three-dimensional 
ingenuity.

Objects of Desire, Design and 
Society 1950-1980, by Adrian 
Forty. (Thames and Hudson 
£12.95 pp 256.) 

THIS is a pugnacious and 
bracing book which takes 
issue with most of the pre¬ 
vious writing on design, 
accusing it of lobotomising 
the subject; severed from 
brain and pocket, design is 
left hooked stupidly to the 
eye alone. Adrian Forty’s 
way of reasserting economic 
and ideological causes is 
cavalier rather than pains¬ 
taking. He seems to argue 
backwards from class origins 
to beliefs (X was an aristo¬ 
crat, so he must have wanted 
to bolster his position). Bin if 
the answers are known be¬ 
fore the study is undertaken, 
what is the interest of the 
inquiry? “I told you so” 
appears more than once in 
these pages. 

Yet it is a lively perspective 
and the book makes a real con¬ 
tribution. Ifonly it didn’t feel the 
need to anathematise “art” and 
"temperament’’ because it is less 
interested in such ideas than 
uncovering commercial crass¬ 
ness where it lay unsuspected 
before.
